A sharp debate was brought on by the 
resolution, in which Messrs .Bower, of De- 
catur, and Evans, of Washington, ap- 
peared as the advocates of the resolution, 
while Messrs. Wilson, of Clay; Stovall, of 
Chatham, and others spoke strongly 
against it.

What the Resolution Provides. 

Mr. Bower's resolution received a fa- 
vorable report from the committee on ed- 
ucation, though Chairman Holder, of that 
committee, was strongly opposed to it, as 
he stated on the floor of the house.

PEONAGE CHARGE 
BY CITY JUDGE 


Montgomery Jurist Insists on 
Enforcement of All 
State Laws. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 6.—(Special.)— 
Judge W. H. Thomas, of the city court, 
today in an able charge to the grand 
jury after that body was organized, 
touched upon peonage with a heavy hand. 
In regard to this he said in part: 

“In this connection I may say that al 
this time the eye of the mation is upon 
us as it has not been for many years. 
The great body of our people are law- 
abiding and should not be judged by the 
conduct of the vicious. 

“The more unfortunate, then, if we be 
misunderstood. We live under a consti- 
tution disfranchising negroes, and our 
duty never more seriously demanded that 
the right of life, liberty and property be 
accorded them and that they be, protect- 
ed in the enjoyment of it. If state courts 
fail or refuse or are powerless to protect 
life and property, then the strong arm 
of federal authority must and will inter- 
vene through one of iits coordinate 
branches of government. 

“Is the law observed by all with whom 
the convict or prisoner comes in contact? 
Of all personal rights, life and liberty 
are sweetest, and in doing your duty In 
seeing that no unfortunate or ignorant 
person is mistreated while imprisoned, or 
is illegally restrained of his liberty, you 
can but have the hearty approval of 
every honest man.”’

Cily Attorney Mayson Informs 


| Council That One Does Exist 


Committee Is Appointed That Will 
Hear Both Sides of the Case and 
Decide Whether Municipality 
Should Proceed Against 
the Trust. 


A special committee, consisting of five 
members of the general council and the 
city attorney, will decide what the muni- 
cipality will do about the existence of the 
alieged ice combination, which the city 
attorney declares does exist and for which 
he states a remedy. 

The committee consists of Aldermen 
Girardeau and Terry and Councilmen 
Hynds, Btephens, Turner and City At- 
torney Mayson. It was appointed during 
the session of council yesterday afternoon 
by Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte. 

Two weeks ago Councilman Hynds pre- 
sented a resolution declaring that an icé 
trust was alleged to exist and directing 
the city attorney to report upon it. Yes- 
terday afternoon City Attorney Mayson 
presented a splendid resume of the situa- 
tion. After producing facts and state- 
ments to prove the existence of an ice 
trust he says: 

‘It seems to me that there has been @ com- 
bination of four ice companies in the city of 
Atlanta, and that this combination tends to 
the formation of a monopoly in the manufac- 
ture and sale of ice, and, as a general result 
of the combination, the public at large of this 
city has suffered, for the reason that prices 
in some instances have been increased, and 
may suffer from the further fact that the 
manufacture of ice is practically controlied 
by this combination.”’ 

Two Remedies Open. 

After citing council to the law governing 
combinations which tend to lessen competition 
in Georgia, City Attorney Mayson concludes 
as follows: 

‘I therefore report that in my opinion the 
combination 1s illegal and that two remedies 
are open to this honorable body, which have 
already been suggested and which I may 


repeat as follows: 
“First. An action in the name of the state

ATTITUDE OF MILL MEN 
IS SHARPLY CRITICISED 


Reasons Brought Forward Why Bil. 
Should Neceive Majority Vote 
in Legislature—All Three 
Orators Were Eloquent 
in Their Appeals. 


A meeting of citizens that crowded the 
very confines of the house of representa- 
tives at the capito! gathered to Bear three 
orators argue in favor of legislation that 
would protect the children of Gcorgia 
from growing old long before their time in 


the mills _of the state. The aisics were 
filled, theSpalldry was overflowing and in 
the foyer outside many struggled to get 


mear the speakérs. 
Each speaker was applauded again and 


again. 

Chairmen Pleasant A. Stovall tntro- 
duced the speakers in a particulariy felic- 
ftous way. 

Hoke Smith’s Speech. 

Mr. Smith opened his speech by declar- 
ing that he had no prejudice against the 
cotton mills of Georgia. He owned stock 
in a cotton mill. He was not a special! 
champion of any organization which was 
the passage of this bill. 


weculd pass. 

He then went on to show that the law of 
Georgia recognized the propriety of in- 
terference by the state with what might 
be termed the natural rights of parent ax! 
child. it was an interterence with the 
matural rights tv say that all the child 
might earn until the child was 21 should 
belong to the father. Was it more of an 
interference with the natural rights to 
require the parent to keep ihe child out 
of improper work until the child was !2, 
than it was to require the child to give all 
it made to the parent until it was 21? 
He cited other Georgia statutes and su- 
preme court decisions in support of his 
position that the state of Georgia recog- 
nized its duty to interfere with the 
matura) rights of parent and child.

| saying that he was no enemy to manu- 
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child must see that this effect would. be 
true. He insisted that Georgia could not 
afford to allow any of her white popula- 
tion to deteriorate. That the fixed pur- 
pose of the state should be to build them 
up to a higher and stronger manhon:. 
That it was the mora! right of the chil- 
dren to receive such education, and that 
every sense of wisdom either taken from 
ar economic or social view should cause 
the state to build up and not pull down 
ner citizenship. He insisted that Georgia 
should look forward to the time and that 
not far distant when all sof her cotton 
will be spun in her borders, not simply 
into coarse grades, but into the finest 
fabrics. To accomplish this the factory 
children must be educated and advanced 
in mind and in seyret capacity. 
Their lives should not be worn out in in- 
fancy. 

He insisted that this bill naturally went 
hand in hand with the advancement of 
educational facilities to be given the chil- 
dren of Georgia, and urged that it was a 
Christian as well as social duty to pro- 
tect the children of our state before they 
suffered as they have been allowed to suf- 
fer in other countries and other states, 
who learned of the necessity for such 
legislation after many children had been 
injured from improper labor. 

Seaborn Wright followed Hoke Smith. 
He said that Georgia was practically the 
last state in the south to be without a 
proper form and enforcement of child 
labor legislation that legally prevents the 
employment of those tco voung to stand 
the hardships of labor. To this effect Mr. 
Wright proceeded and read a number of 
Statistics in support of the statement. 

Speaking of Major Hanson he said that 
occupying the same place he now occupied 
the major had stated that the only per- 
sons who spoke in favor of legistation 
against child labor were inbeciles and 
demazogues. “Thank God,” said Mr. 
Wright,” the statistics which I have just 
read prove that the generous, kindly world 
is just filled with such imbeciles and 
demagogues, and thank God, too, I am 
very proud to be classed as one of their 
number,” 

Mr. Wright was at his best last evening, 
interspersing his remarks with telling 
Stories, beautiful metaphors and per- 
tinent similes. Again and again he was 
interrupted, as were also the other speak- 
ers, with tremendous applause. 

According to the views expressed by 
Mr. Wright it was the moneyed mill men 
of Georgia and not the farmers who op- 
pos?i the bill, notwithstanding the state- 
ments of Major Hanson to the contrary. 
He agreed wit\ the statement of the ma:- 
jor that the white tenants 2f the farms 
of Georgia are going into the cotton mills. 

“I say tonight,”’ he said, “that the agri- 
culturists of the state of Georgia are con- 


fronted with the most serious problem in 


their history. Those who formerly worked 
on the farms are now hurrying to the 
mills of the cities. In many places it is 
impossible to secure the help necessary 
to work the farms and plantations.” 

Mr. Wright also touched upon the sub- 
ject of labor and capital. He believed 
that the organized capital was afraid vf 
the o. ganization of labor. He also insist- 
ed that labor had the same sovereign 
right to organize as did capital and it was 
the mission of the great middle class 
Standing between the two to see that 
justice should be done on both sides. 

“The men who are on top don’t want a 
change. They are satisfied. - It is the man 
on the bottom that wants the change.”’ 

Following Mr. Wright, Mr. Watson was 
introduced and greeted with round after 
round of applause. By way of introduc- 
tion Mr. Watson brought down the house 
by saying: “I am a democrat, an °ld 
Jeffersonian democrat and I always have 
been a democrat. And the mill men have 
sent Major Hanson, a republican, to the 
legislature of Georgia with republican 
snuff to show them just when and how to 
sneeze when he sneezes. 

Synopsis of Watson’s Speech. 

Mr. Watson began his argument by 
facturers.

T would, if 
I could. reform the entire situation, as 
Great Britain. has reformed it. by re- 
moving every tariff duty save those 
on luxuries, and establishing free trade. 

But while I admit the hardship of the 
farm life, T deny that it is, or ever can 
be. as hurtful to the child as life in the 
mill. Even when children under twelve 
work on the farm they can only labor 
for a part of the year. As a rule, the 
child works in the spring. summer and 
fall. There are healthy. expansive sur- 
rowndings. There is much rest and recre- 
ation. The weather and the crop condl- 
tions do not admit of constant drufgery. 

Where are your great and good men 
whose tender years were spent in the 
factory? Where are they? Tf Ufe at 
the loom js so good a thing for the boy 
of ten and eleven and twelve, where are 
some of the ripened products? Tf your 
tree of child labor be s0 good a tree. 
show me some of the fruits. You cannot 
do it. and you know you cannot. Now. 
look to the farm. Look upon that tree 
and gaze upon its fruit. Who built up 
Atlanta and made it the pride of the 
eouth? Boys who had slave3Z in the 
factories at ten years of age? No, a 
thousand times no. The men who have 
crowned themselves kiggs of success and 
have made Atlanta’s name a synonym 
of pluck and streneth and victory, drank 
in the health and the inspiration and 
the couraKke which made them great at 
the pure fountain of farm life. Instance 
also Henry Clay, Ben Hill. Andrew 
Jackson. What. would have become of 
Alex Stephens had he been placed. at ten 
vears, in the poisoned atmosphere of a 
factory? 

Major Hanson said that reformers had 
failed, in his time. Assuming that he 
must be some sixty or seventy years old, 
I must remind the major that in those 
years the despised reformer,has almost 
changed the face of the world. If it be 
true that our economic conditions are 
so bad that we cannot rescue both the 
young and the old, but must sacrifice one 
to save the other, I would say, ‘Save 
the young.” 

In the horrible Passage of the Beresina, 
when the wreck of the grand army of 
Napoleon was madly crowding the bridge 
to escape the Russian and Cossack 
horses, camp followers and demoralized 
soldiers are desperately struggling for 
footing on the bridge, a mother was seen 
crowded off ‘the bridge, sinking into the 
freezing waters of the siver. In her 
arms, held on high, was her babe, and 
after she could no longer speak, those 
motherly arms. holding aloft her infant 
to the last, made mute appeal, “Save my 
child!’ ‘‘Let me die if I must, but save 
my chjld."" Noble humanity speaks every+ 
where in the same language. 

If, indeed, we have come to such a 
pass as Hanson says. and cannot rescue 
both the mother and the child, I am 
quite certain that every § true-hearted 
mother would do as the dving mother at 
the Reresina did—hold up her babe tn her 
sinking arms. and make the heart thrill 
at her cry, “Save my child!”

Aeat Admival Cotton and 
Squadron in British Channel 


They Will Be Escorted Between Lines 
of British War Ships This Morn- 
ing and Exchange Salutes.

Portsmouth. July 6.—In the midst of the 
entertainment of President Loubet, Eng- 
land has not neglected to make full prep- 
arations for the reception of Rear Ad- 
miral Cotton's sauadron tomorrow. It had 
not expected that the American war ships 
would arrive until tomorrow morning and 
Sir Archibald Berkely Milne, commodore 
of the roval vachts. especially detailed by 
King Edward, tonight had a long confer- 
énce with Sir Charles Hotham. admiral 
commandipg at Portsmouth, and Lord 
Charles Beresford, commanding the chan- 
nel’s squadron, regarding the details of 
the receptton. The heavy weather in the 
channel drove the Kearsarge, the San 
Francisco and the Chicago into Spithead 
tonight. 

As soon as the news was communicated 
to Admiral Hotham, the vessels of the 
channel squadron began to twinkle a 
welcome with their electric lights, but 
peyond this there was nQ demonstration 
this evening. The gupboat Machias has 
not yet arriyed. 

The British squadron at Portsmouth is 
more formidable in offensive power than 
the channel squadron, which received 
President Loubet at Dover today. It in- 
cludes the hattle ships Majestic, The 
Magnificent. Mars, Prince Gearge, Jupi- 
ter and Hannibal; the armored cruisers 
Hope and Sutlej; the protected cruisers 
Doig, Pactolus and Promethous. 

The city is decorated with the British 
and American colors. The American war 
ships assembled at Spithead will enter 
at 9:30 tomorrow morning at Portsmouth 
harbor, passing through the line of the 
British war ships, which will fire salutes. 
This compliment «wll! be returned by the 
Kearsarge and her consorts, which will 
be escorted to their berths in the dinner 
harbor.

He said that coun- 
ty school boards now have the power in 
their discretion to make such divisich of 
the school fund as is urged in this reso- 
lution, and he declared that the courts 
could not interfere with the exercise of 
this discretion, it having been s0 decided 
by the United States supreme court in a 
case from Augusta. 

Mr. Evans. of Washington. spoke for the 
resolution, his remarks being an appeal 
in behalf of the white school children of 
the state as against the negroes. 

Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, referred to it as 
‘a milk and cider resolution.’ He said 
he would vote for it as he favored the 
general proposition, but he did not see 
what could be accomplished by it. Mr. 
Grice has a bill pending which proposes 
to amend the constitution so as to make 
such a division of the school funda between 
the negroes and whites lawful. 

Strong Argument Against It. 


Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, presented a 
carefully considered argument against the 
proposition. 

“How can the amount be accurately ap- 
portioned between the two races?’ he 
asked. ‘‘Thousands of dollars are paid by 
the colored people as special taxes, for 
liquor and amusement licenses, and no 
special account is taken of the amount 
that thus comes into the treasury. 

“IT believe in my heart that this reso- 
lution is unconstitutional. This propost- 
tion has been considered under variously 
named bills by different introducers, and 
in every instance it has been turned ‘down 
as unworthy of the great state of Georgia, 
as unconstitutional and unlawful on the 
face of it. We are confronted by a pro- 
posal to amend the constitution on this 
line, and there is time enough to consider 
the question in all its phases. To pass 
this resolution would be to put the north 
on notice that we are about to perpetrate 
hn injustice on the colored race. It would 
precipitate a series of endowments to 
colored institutions. It would be mis- 
understood and would be considered as a 
reflection upon the people of Georgia. 
When our general assembly refused to 
pass the bill to disfranchise the negro, 
it placed Georgia in the front rank of the 
southern states. The killing of this res- 
olution’ n will have a good effect both 
non and south.” 

Mr. Wilson, of Clay, also made a strong 
speech against the resolution, character- 
ae it as “the very emptiness of noth- 
ng.”’

In a few minutes $1,200 was 
raised. It was found, however, that this 
sum would not be sufficient. Jeannette 
wanted to care for its own needs and 
could have done so had not the merchants 
and business men been heavy losers. It 
was found that $,000 was needed from 
outside sources. 

There was a great crowd assembled all 
day at the pile of wreckage heaped 
against the railroad embankment east of 
town and scattered over the bottom land. 
It was here that the greater number of 
unrecovered bodies wag supposed to le 
buried, but by evening the' men sald no 
more bodies remained in the debris.

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Colored Cooks Not Allowed To 
Remain in Linton, 


Negroes Weré Put in Oarriage and 
Hurried Out of Town, Guarded 
by Policemen—Negroes Were? 
Preparing Banquet 
for the Elks. 


Linton, Ind., July 6=The appearance of 
eight Terre Haute negroes in Linton to- 
day caused_a demonstration in which the 
men aaereely escaped death. 

Alex Sanderson, a Terre Haute caterer, 
was employed to serve the banquet at the 
institution of,a new lodge of the Elks. 
Hie took his cook and waiters with him 
and while the lodge work in the hall was 


going on several hundred miners assem- 
bled in the street and threatened to dyna- 
mite the hall unless the negrees were 
sent out of town. The eight colored men 
were hurried into a cab and driven to 
Jasonville, where they were pyf on the 
train for Terre Haute. Six policemen 
hung on the carriage and beat back the 
crowd while the negroes were driven out 
of town. 

The intense feeling here against the 
negroes has been fostered for seven years 
ang in that time not a negro has been 
allowed to live in Linton. 

In 1896 a coal company imported 300 
negroes to take the places of strikers in 
one of the mines here. The negroes or- 
ganized a company and drilled with rifles 
on the streets. One of them shot a white 
boy and the entire white population, 
aroused at midnight by the fire belli, 
raided the negro quarters and drove 
every one of them from the city, several 
being shot.

No one knows who fired the first shot. 
The soldiers claim it was the rioters, 
while the rioters make no claims and re- 
fuse to talk about it. The governor Is 
Said to have instructed the .authorities 
not to jeopardize the safety of the jail 
with half-way measures. The soldiers 
and deputy sheriffs fired into the retreat- 
ing mob of men who ran into Diyision 
Street, falling, crying and praying. For 
fifteen minutes the firing continued then 
it ceased. The mob wags gone and the 
soldiers held the place. In front of the 
“staggering band fifty-eight soldiers lay 
dead and wounded. Moans and shrieks 
of agony and fear came from the injured. 

Kdward Schiffman, a painter, who was 
seen in the first ranks of the mob during 
the evening, lay on the sidewalk, the top 
of his head blown completely off with a 
45-caliber springfield bullet and his brains 
oozing onto the sidewalk. <A short dis- 
tance from him lay another man and close 
by the bleeding form of another young 
man lay dead w.... a bullet over the heart. 
All over the street, crawling and moan- 
ing, wounded rioters and onlookers tried 
to ease their pain and escape by getting 
away from the jail. On Division street, 
lying between her grief-stricken father 
and mother, the little Allman girl was 
dead, with her breast torn away with a 
buckshot charge. She was out driving 
with her parents who, attracted by the 
noise, stopped a few minutes to wateh 
the excitement. 

In the yard of the courthouse wounded 
rioters lay and back of the line of sol- 
diers two of the militiamen had fallen. 
On the jail steps stood Sheriff Kratze. At 
his side was Colonel McCoy, of the First 
regiment. Around them stood a few doc- 
tors and reporters. When the firing had 
ceased Captain Blum reformed his men 
and gave them orders. 

“Keep that mob'back! Call on them to 
halt! If they don't halt, sheot them 
down. We can’t take any more chances. 
Men, be careful, but for God's sake keep 
a close watch!’ shouted the captain and 
his men prepared for another struggle. It 
did not come. 

Quiet Followed the Riot. 

The rioters got out of sight quickly and 
fearing that another charge would be 
made, scattered. They stood in knots 
around the corners in the vicinity. -They 
could be heard at the jail arguing with 
themmelves. ‘Let's go get the 
called one. “Down with 
them; kil! them!”’ and a score of cries 
were heard, Some of the rioters tried to 
change their positions and were greeted 
with cries of ‘“‘halt!’’ accompanied by the 
clicking of rifles. Within a half hour 
things had become so quiet that care 
could be taken of the dead and injured. 
The wounded soldiers were taken into the 
jail and found to be four in number. 
Their injuries were slight and were 
dressed by Surgeons Tepe and Achilles, 
who were there. They were taken to the 
court house and later to their homes. 
The others were picked up and taken to 
hospitals and their homes in ambulances 
atid carriages. This feat was achieved 
with difficulty, as only a few men were 
brave enough to pick them up. 

Charles Preskey, a 17-year-old boy, was 
carried into the court house. Through 
his wrist had gone a buckshot and each 
of his feet were shot through the heels.

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THE ‘REVIVAL OF RACE CONFLICTS ‘AND ITS CAUSE. 

The reports from various parts of the country—and especially from 
the north—detailing. overt acts of antagonism between the whites and 
blacks, culminating in the reign of terror apd bloodshed in Evansville, 
Ind., are evidences of a most lamentable revival of race prejudices and 


physical conflicts. 


There has been a headlong increase of the war epirit between the 
races both in the north and the south, for the past year—since the 
death of McKinley. The Constitution has deplored each manifestation 


of it and 


sought honestly to find the genesis of this renaissance 


of racial antagonisms, and can find no other cause for it than the agita- 
tions that have grown out of the Crum case at Charleston, S. C. 7 

When his life was untimely closed by an assassin’s bullet, President 
McKinley had brougnt the people of all sections and races into the feel- 
ing that human rights under the law were reasonably secure and that 
the peaceful way of adjusting local troubles was to leave their settle 
ments with the people who had to do with them at first hand. At that 
time the races were on amicable terms and people began to believe that 
the menace of race wars was a phantasm in disordered brains. 

President Roosevelt came into the office of president accompanied 


by the fullest confidence of the people that 


he would not renew old 


causes of irritation and certainly not seek to revive the issues that make 
for race conflicts between the whites and blacks. 
He disappointed that confidence in a most pronounced way in the 


Crum case. 


He insisted upon raising the issue that a negro is entitled, 


becatise he is a’negro, to hold high federal office over a community in 


which he could not possibly be elected to such office. 


He forced the is- 


sue in the boldest and mos? offensive way by appointing Crum over the 
unanimous protest of the best elements in Ci.arleston and the south. 
His party majority in the senate refused to confirm Crum and refused 
a second time, but the president was determined to saddle Crum upon 


the people of South Carolina, and gave him the present 


appointment. 


Therein the intention of the president to force the race question to the] 
front was made too apparent for further debate. § w 


It came to the front at once! 


The negroes took it, in connection 


with other acts and words of the president, to mean that the negro was 
once more to become the ward of the nation and to “put the black heel 


again on the white man’s neck!” 


It furnished a new text end fresh song 


of jubilee to every negro agitator in the land, north and south. North- 
ern newspapers and poliffcians followed on the trail and declared that 
the president had done his patriotic duty in opening “the door of hope” 
to the negro—the hope to hold office. 

From that Crum appointment the arrogances and encroachments of 
the negroes upon the whites have grown with visible zeal until the feel- 
ing between the races today is less friendly and less good for the coun- 
try’s welfare than at any time since the bayonet-bolstered government of 


the south were dispersed. 


Nearly all the race troubles of the past year can be attributed to 
the authors of the agitation around the Crum case and the restless, reck- 
less, rebellious feelings they have stirred into fury in the breasts of the 
negroes of the nation——north as well as south. 

It is unfortunate that the lessons taught to them by the riots and 


murders brought upon them by the whites of Kansas, Illinois, 


Ohio, In- 


diana, Delaware and New York have been forgotten in their new enthusi- 
asm, generated by the misconceived idea of approval of the motive that 


forced Crum upon a protesting community. 


It gave them false hopes and 


is leading them in the way of woes and disasters incalculable. 
We do not believe that President Roosevelt meant to produce these 


effects. 


He was himself misled by a diseased sense of justice. 


He in- 


tended to do something helpful to the negro but the blind race and the 


blind leader have fallen into the ditch together. 
would repeat his disastrous acts if he could recall them. 


We do not: believe he 
He must have 


now a better understanding and a better desire in these matters. But 
serious damage to the cause of amity between the races has been done 
and the effects will not pass until long after the president shall have be- 


come once more a private citizen.

modus vivendi. 


It has made it ten-fold more difficult for those who de- 


sired to encoucage and aid the negro to industrial and domestic inde- 
pendence to stand up and plead his cause to that end. 

It will take a dozen more years of effort to undo the harm and dispel 
the aggravatins:, race-dividing effects of the Crum revival of hostilities. 
The best that: can be done is to begin over again the work of reconcilia- 
tion and try to avoid the recurrence of present conditions and dangers. 
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The Democracy Is No Derelict. 

In the current number of The Forum 
is the quarterly review of politics from 
the pen of Mr. Henry Litchfield West, 
now the democratic member of the 
board of commissioners of the District 
of Columbia. Mr. West is a trained 
and accomplished ‘journalist who 
knows Washington and the currents of 
national politics that are confluent at 
the capital as well as any man in the 
country. He is also a careful observer 
and a prudent commentator. 

We are disposed, however, to disa- 

ree with his present characterization 
of the democratic party as “an army 
without a general, a ship without a 
captain.” It is not difficult to imagine 
that condition and, if we remember 
party history accurately, it has often 
been said of the democracy in times 
past. But it is a thoroughly mistaken 
The democratic party has never 
had a political boss or master. Lead: 
ers it has had in campaigns and in ad. 
ministrations. Leaders it has had, 
whether more or less competent, in 
both houses of congress, either when 
it had majorities or was the opposition 
minority. One prime practice that 
differentiates it from the republican 
party is its steady refusal to recog- 
nize any man’s right, because of his 
personality or opinions, to be in him- 
self the democratic party. It is a 
party of equal citizens and not of 
boss-servitors. 

If it appears to others as it does to 
Mr: West, “like an army without a 
general,” it is because that one of 
many possible generals in its ranks 
hag not yet been commissioned to com- 
mand the army. The army is all right. 
The general will be on hand when he 
is needed. That time is not now, be- 
cause the plan of campaign must pre- 
cede the assignment of a commander. 

The democrats of the nation are de- 
termined to make a fight next year to 
win. They feel that the country needs 
a change of administration. Their in- 
spiration is not greed for office, for the 
democrats are accustomed to living 
without offices, but they sincerely as- 
pire to better the government by win- 
ning the next fight in the interests of 
all the people as against the party and 
policies that have fastened. upon the 
nation trusts, the money power and 
official corruptions of mul!tiform ras- 
cality. 

The present disposition of demo- 
crats is to find out what the republi- 
eans would like them to do and then 
not doit. It will be time enough after 
the trend of the next congress is 
learned to talk abo the kind of 
campaign the party will make and the 
general needed for the army through 
the fight. We do not think our repub- 
lican friends will have reason to com- 
plain when. we .reveal to. them. the 
plan of our campaign ane rash man 
whe is to. lead it.. 


Concerning Hon. Joe Hill Hall. 
The Constitution thinks the Georgia 
Bar Association does well to keep 


aloof from the charges preferred be- 


| 


fore it against Hon. Joe Hill Hall, who 
is not one of its members. The case 
involves an issua between Mr. Hall's 
fidelity as an attorney for and toward 
his clients, and is yet pending for de- 
cision before a court of competent ju- 
risdiction. 

These charges of misconduct by Mr. 
Hall are not new arraignments. Twice 
in Bibb county elections they have 
been presented before Mr. Hall’s con- 
stituents. Each time he has faced 
them without trepidation and argued 
his version of the merits of his actions. 
Twice the people of Bibb county have 
rejected the sufficiency of the charges 
to turn their favor away from Mr. Hall 
and elected him to the general assem- 
bly. 

Under these circumstances there is 
every good reason why Mr. Hall should 
not be challenged with these charges 
at every turn of his road and especial- 
ly in a forum to which he is not amen- 
able. It may safely be trusted to the 
courts to pass between him and his 
accusers in due time and by “due 
process of law.” 

The Constitution hag not by a long 
stretch agreed with Hon. Joe Hill Hall 
in all his peculiar political ideas and 
endeavors and is quite likely to be op- 
posed to many of his notions in legis- 
lation and public policy hereafter. 
Mr. Hall is a man of strong beliefs 
and aggressive methods—his combina- 
tion being best summed up in the one 
word “unique.” Yet, however much 
his theories and projects in politics 
may collide with prevailing thought, 
there is no warrant in the fact to visit 
upon him harassments that would not 
be urged ‘upon others in like circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Hall may well be trusted in this 
instance to make his defense at the 
proper bar without incidental aggra- 
vation and prejudgment by extra- 
judicial tribunals.

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No Division of Schoo] Funds. 

As The Constitution affirmed yes- 
terday, there will.be no division of the 
state’s school funds between whites 
and blacks in the ratio of their pay- 
ments of taxes. The lower honse of 
the general assembly yesterday re- 
fused by an overwhelming majority to 
pass a measure with that intent. 

Whether a time may come when 
such an act will be advisable is unde- 
batable now. The policy of the state 
is wisely set to offer education in the 
elementary branches to all children, 
white and black, who are permitted 


by their parents to acquire such help- 


ful and necessary knowledge. There 
On ee 


tor ‘dividing t ‘the funds by that rule a 
sufficient reason for changing the prés- 
ent policy. 

On the contrary, there is one ‘fact 
that practically knocks out of the ring 
the only popular argument used ‘in be- 
half of the separation policy. It has 
been said myriads of times that edu- 
cated negroes are the ones who are 
doing most crimes, constituting the 
greater menace to the peace and or- 
derly progress of society: Those who 
use this argument seem to have for- 
gotten that in the epoch of negro rule 
between 1867 and 1877 
which have given the southern people 
an everlasting horror of renewed ne 
gro domination were done by the old- 
fashioned, corn-field negroes, who 
didn’t know B from a bale of hay! 

Those old negroes who had been 
faithful and docile slaves, who could 
be implicitly trusted with: the proper- 
ty of their masters, and with the lives 
and virtue of the “big house ladies,” 
were the ones who got drunls and 
frenzied with freedom. Whatever 
wrongs and terrors the south suffered 
in those days it suffered from the un- 
educated darky. Education has im- 
proved the negro in ability to distin- 
guish better between right and wrong 
and at least taken a large part of the 
old dangerous tendencies out of him. 
. Any man, white or black, is a -better 
citizen and easier dealt with when eq- 
ucated than when he is ignorant, head- 
strong and yielding to every false 
leader. 
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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
A REPLY FROM WILKES. 


EXjitor Constitution: In justice to ourselves, 
We are compelled to answer the attack made 
upon us by Captain C. A. Alexander upon the 
floor of the house of representatives in sup- 
port of his bill to abolish the board of com- 
missioners of Wilkes county. 

Some of us, if not all of us, were elected to 
our offices by larger popular majorities than 
Captain Alexander. The people of the county 
have never in any way expressed the slightest 
disapproval of the board of county commis- 
éioners, not a whisper 6f any such issue was 
uttered in the campaign in which Mr. Alex- 
ander was elected. A majority of our board 
voted for Messrs Alexander and Granade. Mr. 
Alexander in all of his public utterances in 
regard to his contemplated bill contended only 
that the change, in his opinion, from five 
comiuissioners to one Was advisable. No men- 
tion whatever was made by him of what was 
known as the old Bank or Heard building in 
which the last meeting of the confederate 
cabDinet was held. This building and the lot 
vn which it stands have for a number of years 
belonged to the county of Wilkes and was 
bought by the authorities for a site for a new 
court house. During its whole ownership by 
the county our board has allowed the Daugh- 
ters of the. Confederacy to occupy what ie 
known as the last cabinet room and the ad- 
joining room free of rent. 

The necessity for @ new court house is un- 
questioned. We really have no court house 
that is at all adequate, nor any place for the 
preservation of our records which date back 
a eentury and a half. These records are 
scattered about in diferent places, some 
thrown indiscriminately in boxes, nailed up 
and are fast being lost or destroyed. 

The building of a new court house was de- 
manded by every tmnethod by which the people 
of Wilkes could give expression to their wishes. 
Grand jury after grand jury have recommend- 
ed it. In accordance with what we con- 
ceived to be our duty, we obtained plans from 
competent architects. We then called a mages 
meeting of the citizens of Wilkes county to 
consider the question of building a court house 
and the plan and style of same. This mass 
meeting was held and at the same time the 
whole question was coneidered. After a full 
discussion in this mass meeting, which was 
largely composed of ex-confederates who had 
followed as loyally and gallantly as any the 
fortunes of the southern cause, the plan upon 
which we are acting now was unanimously 
adopted. This plan as shown to the meeting 
and known to every one necessitated the teare 
ing down of a portion of what is known as 
the Bank building. 

Upon a conference with a large number of 
ladies representing the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy our board agreed to preserve the half 
of the building containing the roome of his- 
toric interest to our people and to put it in 
thorough repair and to allow the use of it to 
ladies of our community: interested in pre- 
serving what they conceive to be a memorial 
of the confederacy. This was agreed to by 
these ladies, and we thought the matter closed, 

But a petition for injunction for the purpose 
of preventipg a disposition of the bullding 
was insigted wpon before Judge Horace M. 
Holden. This agreement with the ladies as 
to the preservation of the historic half of the 
building was urged by our board before Judge 
Holden, but in spite of it the petition was 
pushed to a conclusion and Judge Holden was 
compelled to grant a judgment ordering the 
sale of the buiiding as now advertleed. 

This petition was filed and this order as- 
sisted by ©. A. Alexander, the party whe 
made the remarks attacking us on the floor of 
the house. 

We have made a plain statement of the 
facts. We have had no opportunity whatever 
of being heard. Mr. Alexander has endeavor- 
ed to prevent this by and unheard-of haste in 
rushing through a purely local measure, We 
ask that the people of Wilkes county have an 
vpportunity of being heard, either by petitions, 
which are now being circulated, or by an elec: 
tion where the issue will be submitted to them 
as to whether or not they shall adopt or re- 
ject the proposed law.

The case of White 
Was made peculiarly abhorrent and excited 
even more than the usual indignation—if such 
a thing be possible—that is stirred wp by 
euch fiendish brutality, owing to the alleged 
fact that White had previously served a tern 
in the penitentiary for rape or attemptod 
rape. The Philadelphia Press proposes a 
measure which it may fairly be hoped would 
do something to prevent these outrages. ‘‘No 
man,’’ says The Presse, ‘“‘ought to leave a 
state prison after a conviction for this of- 
fense or its attempt, until the prison surgeon 
had made it impossible to repeat offense or 
attempt.’’ The proposition is eminently sound. 
Not only would it operate as an absolute pre- 
ventive of a repetition of the crime by the 
individual punished, but it is the belief of 
those who have given attention to the subject 
that the Infliction of this punishment would 
have a peculiarly wholesome effect on the 
class of brutes with whom we have to deal 
in this matter. The measure proposed by 
The press ought to be promptly adopted in all 
our states.’

Attorney General’s Report. 


The first annual report of Judge John 
C. Hart, as attorney general, nas appeared 
in printed form. Judge Hart g:.ves a 
carefully-prepared resume of the work 
done since he assumed office as the suc- 
cessor of Hon. Bovkin Wright, giving de- 
tails of cases of importance since dis- 
posed of, with an appendix containing his 
opinions rendered the governor in various 
matters. submitted to the legal depart- 
ment. The status of the state road, from 
a legal standpoint, and the litigation de- 
signed to recgver to the state the school 
lands are treated of under separate 
headings. With regard to the franchise 
tax law, Judge Hart gives his legal opin- 
ion that the act is constitutional. Of 
this law act he says: 


‘Whenever the tax, or any part of the tax, 
asseaesed on, or on account of, any franchises 
as defined in the act approved December |7, 
1902, providing for the payment of taxes on 
franchises, is due and payable to or for the use 
of any county, city, town or village in which 
the tangible property, or any part of the 
tangible property, is located, and it shall ap- 
pear that the person, partnership, association 
or corporation affected has paid, or is HNabie 
to pay, to such county, city, town or village 
for its.exclusive use within the year for which 
taxes bn or om account of the franchise is 
assessed under any agteemerit therefor, or un- 
der any statute; ordinance, resolution or by- 
law requiring the same, any sum based upon 
@ percentage of gross receipts, of any other 
income, or any occupation or privilgge tax 
or charge, or any sum of money on account 
of, or as consideration for, such franchise or 
privilege granted to or possessed by such per- 
son, partnership, association or corporation, 
all amounte so paid, are lable to be paid, for 
the exclusive use of such county, city, town or 
village, except the money paid for the ad- 
valorem taxes due such county, city, town or 
village, on account of the tangible or physical 
property located therein, shall be deducted 
from the portion of the tax due such county, 
city, town or village on account of the fran- 
chise owned or possessed by such person, 
partnership, association or corporation.’’ 


Proposed Franchise Legisjation. 


An interesting and important bill bear- 
ing upon the operation of the new fran- 
chise tax law has been introduced by 
Senator Davis, of the seventeenth dis- 


trict. 

Whén the franchise tax law was be- 
fore the legislature at its last session, 
the senate enacted, as part of it, a pro- 
vision designed to give to corporations 
affected credit for such franchise taxation 
as they now pay under agreements with 
the municipalities in which the corpora- 
tions do business. It was feared that un- 
der this section as then worded there 
would arise complications which might 
weaken the law in its operations, and this 
provision was, accordingly. abandoned. 

Senator Davis now seeks through a sep- 
arate bill to reach the result then aimed 
at. His measure provides that— 

‘“‘As yet no case has arisen testing the con- 
stitutionality of that act. On account of ite 
novelty, so far as Georgia is‘concerned, as well 
as because of its momentous importance to the 
state, I have given to the subject, and the law 
enacted, a full and thorough investigation. 
Without being able to say with positive cer- 
tainty, it is my opinion the act is constitu- 
tional, and will successfully stand any attack 
which might be made - upon it in the courts of 
the country.’’ 

With regard to needful legislation, 
attorney general says: 

‘‘In a recent decision by our supreme court, 
and by a divisio f three to two, the court in 
Jones v. Stewart, tax collector, the latter hav- 
ing issued an execution against Jones, as de- 
linquent dealer in cottem futures, decided that 
“u special occupétion tax such as this could not 
be collected except after indictment and con- 
viction. In the opinion of the two justices 
dissenting the state had both remedies—the 
right to issue an execution, and to proceed 
criminally against the delinquent tax payer. 
The executive branch of the government for 
many years had collected the revenues of the 
state in accordance with the minority opinion 
of the court. This decision, which holds un- 
der the tax act of 1900, that the remedy by 
criminal prosecution is exhaustive, will apply 
with equal force to the general tax act of 
1902, for the provisions touching the method 
of the ocollecticn of epecial’ taxes are sub- 
stantially alike. 

‘‘This opinion of the supreme court will great- 
ly impede the collection of special occupation 
taxes, and I recommend that the legislature 
amend the tax act of 1902, so as to give to 
the state both remedies for the collection of 
taxes, viz: the right to issue an execution 
therefor, and the right to prosecute a person 
who carries on the occupation taxed, refusing 
to comply with the law. That the state shall 
have the right to speedily collect its revenues, 
80 essential to its existence, is apparent, and 
a procedure which requires the state to prose- 
cute to conviction in the criminal courts of

pede and embarrass the administration of th: 
laws of the state. Th collection of its 
revenues should not be left to the uncertainty 
of verdicts in criminal cases. Besides, it puts 
the state to the great disadvantage of requir- 
ing it to prove the guilt of the defendant be = 
yond a reasonable doubt, while in a procedure 

based upon a civil execution the requisite 
amount of proof would be the weight of 
credible testimony.’

SUBJECT OF LEGISLATION 


| IRDS formed the subject of the song 
B= the house committee on general 

agriculture yesterday afternoon, and 
as the result twe important measures 
designed for the protection of the feath- 
ered creation were recommended favor- 
ably to the house. 

One of these measures was designed to 
revise, consolidate and amend the general 
laws of the state, while the other is 
known as the ‘“‘mode!l bill,’’ or Audubon 
bill, designed for the protection of song, 
insectivorous and plumage birds and their 


nests. 

The bill which deals with the general 
game laws of the state makes very few 
changes in the laws as they exist at 
present. The open and cigsed seasons for 
the different classes of game are about 
the same as heretofore. 

One new and important feature, how- 
ever, is that the measure is designed 
to stop “pot hunting,” as it is called. This 
feature of the bill makes it unlawful to 
trap or net any birds for sale except 
On a@ person's own lands, unless a license 
for such hunting be figst secured from 
the ordinary wpon payment of $25 for the 
season. This provision of the law is not 
to go into effect in any county unless 
recommended by the grand jury. In other 
words, the grand jury will have to pass 
On the question as to whether- parties 
shall be granted a license to net, trap or 
ensnare game for sale. 

Another new feature of this bill pro- 
vides for the appointment of a game war- 
den in each county who shall have the 
Same powers to make arrests as does 
the sheriff. His compensation shall be 
one-half of the fines and forfeitures un- 
der the act, and the other half shall go 
into the school fund. 

An original provision of thé measure 
prohibited the trapping or netting of part- 
ridges or quail at any time, but it was 
amended so as to permit a person to trap 
or net this class of game on his own 
lands. 

The Audubon Bill. 

The other measure favorably recom- 
mended by the general agriculture com- 
mittee ts the Audubon bill. providing for 
the protection of birds and their nests. 

This measure makes it unlawful to kill 
and wild birds, such as birds of plumage, 
Song birds and insectivorous birds, ex- 
cepting game birds. which are specificd 
in the act. It exempts from its provisions 
also the English sparrow, the horned 
owl, several classes of hawks. the crow, 
the jackdaw and the rice bird. It pro- 
vides also that certain birds may bé 
képt in cages as pets. but prohibits their 
sale or their shipment out of the state. 
Another section also makes it unlawful 
to take or destroy fhe nests of afty such 
birds. 

A violation of this law is made a mis- 
demeanor, the penalty being a fine of $5 
for each bird or nest or part of nest 
tcken or destroyed. or imprisonment for 
a period of five ta thirtv days. or both 
in the discretion of the court. Wardens 
are to be appointed by the judges of 
the superior courts to see that the prq@ 
visions of this law are enforced. their 
compensation to be one-half of the fines 
and forfeitures collected. 

A provision of the bill permits the tak- 
ing of such birds and their nests éor scli- 
entific purpoges only, on certificate from 
the department of agriculture for which $1 
must be paid, and the party te whom it 
is issued must give bond for $200, which 
will be forfeited if the law is violated. 


The Child Labor Bill. 


The child labor bill will come up for 
consideration in the house of represénta- 


tives today as the Special order, imme- 
diately after the reading of the journal. 

This bill comes before the house with 
the favorable report of the committee 
on education, it Jpaving been tabled at 
the last session because of the presence 
Of a very small house. 

The bill will be debated during the four 
hours of the session today and until 
clock tomorrow morning, when the pre- 
vious question will be called.

To Tax Insurance Policies. 


Under a bill introduced ign the house 
yesterday by Mr. Bell, of 
Emanuel, it is proposed to put a tax on 
all insurance policies held in Georgia 
which nave a cash surrender value. 

Mr. Bell's measure proposes to require 
that each policy holder having a policy 
with a cash value shall return it for tax- 
ation, and in order to enforce the law 
a feature of the measure requires all in- 
surance companies issuing policies in 
Georgia to furnish to the comptroiler 
general a list of all of their Georgia policy 
holders together with the value of all 
cash surrender policies so held. 

‘“TAfe insurance policies having a cash 
surrender value,”’ said Mr. Bell in speak- 
ing of the matter, ‘“‘constitute a valuable 
asset, yet they are not returned for tax- 
ation, They cannot be reached in bank- 
ruptey proceedings, though their holders 
can realize on them after the proceed- 
ings in bankruptcy have been dismissed. 
I consider that they are just as much 
property as are cash, stocks or bonds, 
and therefore they should be returned 
for taxation.”’ 


To Shut Up Bucket Shops. 

To put bucket shops out of business in 
Georgia is the object of a bill introduced 
yesterday in the house by Messrs. Brock, 
of Dade, and Bell, of Emanuel. This bill 
makes it a misdemeanor to operate a 
bucket shop in Georgia or any place for 
the furnishing of market quotations for 
the purpose of dealing in futures.

Mortgage Bill Turned Down. 

The general judiciary committee of the 
house yesterday reported adversely a bill 
by Mr. Felder, of Bibb, providing that 
no mortgage or conveyance to secure debt 
shall. have any lien or priority as against 
subsequent ereditors without actual no- 
tice, who extend credit prior to the prop- 
er filing for record thereof, unless the 
same be filed within five days of the date 
they are given. 

It was claimed that this measure would 
secriousiy interfere with banks which 
lend money on mortgages, and at the re- 
quest of their patrons do not have the 
mortgages recorded, because it would in- 
jure the credit of such patrons. Judge A. 
lL.. Miller, of Macon, appeared before the 
committee and opposed the bill in the 
interest of certain banks he represents. 
Mr. Felder spoke in favor of the measure, 
urging tnat other creditors should be put 
on the same footing with banks where nv 
notice of mortgage indebtedness is given 
them.

The Georgia senate yesterday tabled a 
bil! designed to extend special privileges 
to confederate veterans by exempting 
from the payment of professional tax 
Such veterans as are practicing lawyers, 
doctors and dentists. 

This action was taken after a strong 
argument against the bill had been made 
by Senator Middlebrooks, himself a con- 


| Sage of such a 


federate veteran and a lawyer—one of the 
men who, should the bil] pass, would have 
been a beneficiary under it. 

Senator Middlebrooks contended that 
there was absolutely no call for the pas- 
bill. He argued that in 
extending aid to veterans the genera! as- 
sembly should guard carefully against 
possible abuses. The natural tendency, 
he knew, was to deny nothing to the men 
who fought for their state and the south, 
and that sentiment was most natural; but 
unless this tendency was restrained ac- 
cording to the dictates of common sense 
it would be carried entirely too far. 

The Bill Tapied. 

The majority of the senate agreed with 
him. The death of the bill was certain, 
when the author asked permission to have

vote. This was done after it had 
developed that the bill had received but 


'12 votes. 


The bill was introduced by Senator Sy- 
mons. He made a short talk in its favor, 
explaining that his special purpose was to 
relieve some of the older country doctors, 
confoaerate veterans, upon whom even 
the $10 annual professional tax which the 
State requires is a burden.

Important School Bill 1s Passed 


by the House, 


Good Roads Tomorrow WNight. 
Bill To Exempt Minors from 
Road Duty Is Defeated 
in the House. 


The house of representatives yesterday 
passed by a vote of 89 to 9 an important 
amendment to the school laws, relating 
to the attendance of school children liv- 
ing in one county, in certain cases, on 
the schools in another county. 

The bill in question is by Mr. Bell, of 
Milton, and proposes an amendment to 
section 1878 of the code, so as to make 
it obligatory upon the county school com- 
missioners of any county to admit a 
child living just across the line in an- 
other county to the schools of their coun- 
ty where convenience to the child in 
question would require it. For example, 
it is provided by this bill that where a 
child lives in Fulton county, near the 
DeKalb county line, and 1s considerably 
nearer to the public school in DeKalb 
county than that in his own school dis- 
trict in Fulton, the DeKalb county school 
commissioners shall permit such child 
from Fulton to attend the DeKalb county 
school. Under the present law county 
school boards ‘‘may’’ admit such children 
residing in other counties to their schools 
and the change made in the law by this 
bill involves the substitution of the word 
“shall” for the word ‘‘may.”’ 

Messrs. Houston, of Fulton, and Fivnt. 
of Spalding, among others, spoke strongly 
in favor of the measure, and Mr. Steed, 
of Taylor, made an argument against ft. 
It was urged that every facility possible 
should be given the children of this stata 
to attend school. The burdens under this 
bill will fall no more on one county than 
on another, it was stated. but would give 
an opportunity to attend school to many 
chil@ren who do not now go. 

The sentiment of the house was very 
much in favor of the bill, which received 
one more vote than a constitutional ma- 
jority, in spite of the small attendance in 
the house. 


Road Duty for Minors. 


There was a brief but sharp discussion 
before the death of the bill by Mr. Black- 
burn, of Fulton, to amend section 474 
of volume 1 of the code, so as to exempt 
minors from road duty. The present law 
makes road duty incumbent upon all male 
persons between the ages of 16 and », 
and Mr. Blackburn's bill proposed to ex- 
empt all between 16 and 21. 

It was pointed out that minors are not 
taxable, and yet this requirement of road 
duty is paramount to taxation on a class 
of citizens who have no representation 
nor right of suffrage. On the other hand 
the fear was expressed that the passage 
of such a law might result in relieving 
from road duty a large number of negroes 
who ought not to be exempt. The re- 
quirement to work the roads upon per: 
sons between the ages of 16 and 21, now 
falls much more largely upon the negro 
than upon the white population, it Is 
Said. 

The bill was lost by a vote of 28 to 72 
In spite of the small vote for the bill, Mr. 
Blackburn gave notice of a motion to re- 
consider.

WANT NO CHANCE 
IN THE CHARTER 


Councilmen Petition Legislature 
Tokill Police Amendmen’, 


Fourteen of the Twenty-one Members 
Have Signed Petition, and It 
Has Been Presented to Sen- 
ator Howell, Who Will 
Delay Action. 


The proposed charter amendment, which 
provides that police commissioners be 1n- 
eligible to succeed themselves until three 
years after the expiration of their respec- 
tive terms of office and which declares 
that the police board shall consist of five 
members, will be withdrawn from the 
legislature if the jocal representatives in 
the genera! assembly regard the wishes of 
fourteen of the twenty-one members of 
council. It is already certain that the 
movement of the proposed charter amend- 
ment will be stopped for the present, al- 
though the bond bill, of which it is a rider, 
will be allowed to move. 

The petition, which has been signed by 
two-thirds of the members of council, was 
pres *nted to Hon. Clark. Howell, the jocal 
senator, last evening. It is as follows: 

“Inasmuch as the general council, a few 
days age, eent a request to the general assem- 
bly requesting it to postpone action on the city 
char.er, now pending in the house of repre- 
sentatives, and as the charter deals with the 
beard management, we deem it unwise to 
farther legislate in the matter until the entire 
charter is considered. 

‘Therefore, we, the undersigned meigbers of 
the present general council, respectfully request 
the general assembly not to act on the police 
investigating committee's report, in the way 
of a charter amendment, now jpending tn the 
senate, to carry into effect the same.

History of Measure. 

The charter amendment that is now 
pending is the result of the report of the 
special committee which investigated po- 
lice board methods and of which Council- 
man Key was chairman. The committee 
suggested that members of the police 
board he not allowed to succeed them- 
the law not go 
into effect until the legislature put it into 
the organic law. 

This was of importance for the reason 
that Dr. Amos Fox and George E. John- 
son were to be reelected to the police 
board hefore the legislature could act. 
Councilman James E. Warren thought 
that the finding of the committee should 
apply to all members of the police board 
and intraduced his famous ‘‘Warren 
dinance,’’ which provided that it go into 
effect at once, thus making both Dr. rox 
and Mr. Johnson ineligible for reelection, 
and that the legislature at the proper 
time be asked to put the provision into 
the organic law. , 

The Warren ordinance was defeated and 
the police report on the police board was 
adopted, Councilman Warren voting 
against it. In the meantime, however, a 
compromise had been effected. This was 
done by having Dr. Fox and Mr. Johnson 
agree in writing that they would resign 
from the police board in the event the 
legislature made police board members in- 
eligible for reelection. 

Therefore when Councilman Warren de- 
cided last week that the proposed amend- 
ment should not pass the legislature he 
found aiding him the Johnson influence, 
the Fox influence, the influence of W. H. 
Brotherton, who did not want to lose Mr. 
Johnson’s vote on the board, and the in- 
fluence of those members of the potice 
force in whom Dr. Fox and the Brotherion 
forees are especially interested and who 
are looking to them for promotion. 

Work on the petition was done quietly, 
so quietly that those who were known to 
be on the other side dia not discover the 
existence of the petition until immediate- 
ly berfore the adjournment of council and 
manv went home without knowing it had 
been circulated. 

It was the general impression that ac- 
tion would be taken by council yesterday 
afternoon regarding the charter amend- 
ment now pending in the legislature, but 
nothing was said and the meeting ad- 
journed without even a reference to the 
police board.

Cothran & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 6.—While both Decem- 
ber and January sold at 9.80 or under to- 
day the decline in these two options was 
Slight compared to the break in July. 
Aug ist and September. Since the govern- 
ment report appeared these three have 
declined about a cent a pound. AS we said 
last’: week we should be very much disap- 
pointed if the new crop failed to decline 
to about a 91-2c basis. It now looks very 
much as though we would have no cause 
for such disappointment. In fact, it may 
turn out that our figure is altogether too 
modest. At any rate, there is nothing fn 
the present position of the market to in- 
duce the purchase of cotton. We very 
much doubt whether any crop has ever 
made the progress that this cotton crop 
has made in the past two weeks. Give 
the cotton belt two weeks more of similar 
weather and there will be a foundation 
for the best crop this country has ever 
had. Under these conditions the averag4 
trader is not very much inclined to buy 
cotton at the present level. It will be re- 
membered that December and January 
were selling around 91-2c when the June 
report was received. After that came thea 
bulge to 10.3%. For this reason we are 
quite inclined to believe that the full ef- 
fects of the recent July report have not 
been experienced. Toat is, prices ought 
certainly to work back to the basis from 
which the advance started, and if tha 
weather condition continues go below 
that level. A feature of the morning was 
the enormous selling by the bull clique.

In the north- 
west spring wheat has been greatly bene- 
fited by local rains, which were badly 
needed. Oats promise well. In western 
New York the yield will be large. In In- 
diana the crop ts affected by rust and will 
be short. In Nebraska conditions indicate 
a fair yield. Hay shows further improve- 
ment during the week in New York state, 
and has been benefited by light rains, and 
while the quality is good the yield wil! be 
short. In some parts of the west the crop 
has made excellent progress during the 
past ten days. Tobacco is making good 
progress in southwestern Virginia, and 
there is little damage reported by insects. 
In Tennessee the crop is improved by 
recent rains, and in Ohio the plant looks’ 
healthy.
